Spaying in Arizona. 

For the first time in the history 
ot stock-raising in Arizona, says 
the Hoof and Horn, the spaying of 
cows has been resorted to. The 


be | parties to first call the knife to 


their assistance in this direction is 
the Erie Cattle Company, of 
Cochise” county, one of the largest 
stock-growing concerns in the Ter, 
ritory, and one which, until a very 
short time ago, was credited with 
possessing all the range facilities 
it might want for its stock for 
years to come. The announcement 
therefore, that it has let a contract 
for the spaying of one thousand 
cows, marks the entrance of a new 


producing in the Territory. It 
means in effect that over-stocking 
has ceased to be a mere subject for 
discussion, and has instead beceme 
a tangible and well defined evil 
that must be met and overcome, 
even to the extent of limiting the 
productive capacity of she stock, a 
class which until recently were 
valued more highly on account of 
this very power of reproduction 
that is now sought to destroy. 
While the operation of spaying is 
almost unknewn in Arizona, but a 
very faint conception of the vast 
number of animals that have been 
subjected to it, is entertained by 
even the best informed of stock- 
men. An eminent autherity in re- 
cently speaking on this subject 
made the statement that not less 
than fifty thousand heifers were 
spayed so far during the present 
year, a number which seems in- 
credibly large when it is remem- 
bered that spaying as applied te 
range cattle has hardly a record 
beyond 1885, although in European 
countries, and France especially, it 
has been practiced extensively for 
years, being used on all cows to 
prepare them for the butcher, and 
on dairy cattle which thereafter 
milk well for a few years, and then 
become very,fat and make beef of 
excellent quality. The popularity 
which spaying is destined to achieve 
will be great. Through it the 
strain on ranges can be reduced to 
a minimum, while the production 
of beef can be raised to the highest 
possible point. The risk attend- 
ing it is almost nominal. Sparks 
& Tinnin, the cattle kings of Idaho 
and Nevada, report having spayed 
4,000 heifers during the last Sum- 
mer, and claim to have lost out of 
that number but two or three ani- 
mals, a percentage of loss almost 
as small as that attending the uni- 
versal custom of branding. 


Bew are of the Bull 
The man who handles stock care- 
lessly invites death, says an ex- 
change. Cows and horses gener- 
ally are harmless, but no one should 
ever get into the habit ef going 
among cattle and horses without 
being on his guard. Habit is about 
all there is to it; and if we get into 


. the habit of being careless we shall 


likely be so when handling bulls 
or horses with a tendency to vic- 
iousness. The vast majority of 
disastrous assaults by bulls are the 
direct result of bad management 
and carelessness. We have always 
found that firmness and mildness 
will manage the average bull; but 
it is folly for any man to be un- 
guarded when about a bull. They 
are always dangerous, and the fact 
should be recognized. Horns or no 


horns, we should be on our guard. 
And when an animal of any kind 
rately vicious it is folly to 
keep it. Human life is too pre- 
cious to thus expose it,

Train Robbers Get 840,000 

LitrLe Rock, Dec. 10.—The north 
bound passenger train on the St. Louis 
Arkansas and Texas railroad was 
boarded last night by three masked 
men at Genoa, a small station ten 
miles from Arkansas. They mounted 
the engineand compelled the engi- 


neer to stop ata dense wood, two 
miles from the station. 

The robbers then brokein the ex- 
press-car door, ovespowered the mes- 
senger and forced him to unlock the 
safe,from which they secured $40,000 
and escaped into the forest without 
disturbing the passengers or mail 
ayent 

Conductor Nichols made several at- 
tempts to get outand protect the ex- 
press matter, but the robbers’ Win- 
chesters soon drove him back.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Des. 5, 1887. 

EprtTor GAZEeTTre— Sir: The pub- 
lished interview with me, ap- 
pearing ia your paper of the 2ist 
ult., in regard to the State Univer- 
sity, was not in all respects what I 
intended tosay. I, by no means, 
wish to be understood as not beiag 
willing to do all in my .power to 
secure Government aid for our 
University, but I did desire to call 
attention to the fact that the loca- 
tion of the University adjoining a 
cemetery was very unfortunate, 
and the selection ef such a location 
displayed on the part of those mak- 
ing it, elther great carelessness or 
utter disregard of the interests of 
the University. 

Congress has appropriated $15,- 
000 per annum for each agricultural 
college which maiotains an ex- 
periment station. Such a station 
is in fact a smali experimental 
farm. Twenty acres of land is eu- 
tirely inadequate for the purpose of 
the University andan experimen- 
tal station. 


The cemeteries on the northwest 
of Reno, and to the windward of 
the town, are very objectionable, 
and if Reno becomes a city of any 
Importance (which by its location 
and natural advantages it seems 
certain to be), these cemeteries, if 
coutinued in their present lova:ion, 
must necessarily be very injurious 
to health, and inthe meantime 
they will greatly retard the growth 
of the town, for raous desiriug 
healthy homes will never select 
the lee side of a burying ground. 

There can be no doubt that one of 
the causes which bas impaired the 
healthfulness of San Francisco is 
the location of its cemeteries, 
and every thoughtful man in that 
city pow recognizes the uecesity of 
selecting some other place for burial 
purposes. 

I suggested, and again desire — 
repeat my suggestion to the 0 
of Reno, th t it would He les tn 
them toselect cemetery grounds at 


once a reasonable distance from the 


town and on the side from which 
the prevaling winds would not 
convey the gasses arising from the 
cemetery into the bomes of the 
people. If this were done and no 
more interments allowed to be 
made in the present grounds the 
evil would be remedied. After a 
time the bodies interred in the 
ground immediately west of the 
University could be removed and 
tbe land sold to the State. 

These suggestions involve no 
cousiderable é¢xpense, and if acted 
upon will extricate the University 
from its embarrassment and avoid 
the necessity of removing it for 
sanitary reasons, and obtain the 
necessary room for coaducting the 
institution, 

In the meantime I hope that 
such prelimiuvary steps will be taken 
an experimental sta 
tion as to enable usto obtain the 
$15,000 appropriated for that pur- 

we. I had an interview with the 
Commissioner of Agriculture since 
my arrival, and he informs me that 
the money is available as soon as 
au experiment station is established 
at our University. 

One of the pressing needs of the 
University is a building for the ac- 
commodation of the young lady 
students. They must have a bome 
at the University and be under the 
supervision of the female teachers. 
Like accommodations will also be 
required for the male students, but 
that can be deferred uull the meet- 
ing of the Legislature. As soon as 
it is definitely settled that the 
cemeteries wili be removed a build- 
ing for the accommodation of the 
lady students should be erected. I 
see no nevesity for delaying action 
in tbat matter until an appropria- 
tion eau ‘be obtained from the Leg- 
Islature. If a suitable number of 
citizens—say from fifty to one hun- 
dred responsible persons—would 
unite ia a guarantee, it seems that 
money ought to be borrowed at 
reasonable interest until the Legis- 
lature can make an appropriation. 
Twenty thousand dollars would be 
sufficient to erect a building large 
enough for present purposes.

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IDAHO ITEMS. 
A Badget of interesting items 
from Oer Northern Neighber. 
OwyYuee County, I. T. 
Eprror GazetTTre—Sir: The De- 
cember storms are driving the cat- 
te out of the mountains to their 
Winter range on Snake river, where 
thousands of cattle and horses can 
be seen grazing upon the white 
sage which grew much better than 
was predicted by the stockmen on 
account of the dry season, and if 
there is an ordinary Winter, the 
losses will be light in this portion 
of the country. Some of the stock- 
meu have adopted the wise plan of 
weaning their calves. Mr. Somer- 
camp, of the firm of Somercamp & 
Doll, at Squaw Creek, has weaned 
between three and four hundre.i al- 
ready, and is still weaning more. 
The weather has been exceedingly 
fine this Fall. There have been no 
storms till the first of December. 


About two inches and a half of 
snow fell ju the mountains, which 
has started the stock out of 
mountains. The sheep can be seen 
OY the thousands headed for their 

inter range. Were it not for 
these intruders the cattle would 
make it all right, but they run the 
cattle out of their Summer feed and 
eat up the Winter range, so it is al- 
most impossible for other stock to 
go through the Wirter without 
being fed, and this not being a hay 
country, there is buta very limited 
amount of stock fed. 

We have just arrived from Vale, 
Or., the seat of Malheur county, 
where we have been attending the 
trial of John Strode and John Thur- 
men.

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PROTECTING THE INDIANS. 


The Interior Department issues 
a Circular ian Their Behalf. 

From time immemorial, as it 
were, there has been a disposition 
on the parts of the whites, to disre- 
gard any claims or rights of the In- 
Mans. Time and again the general 
Government has called out a por- 


tion of the army to protect the res- 
ervatious. The Interior Depart- 
ment has sent out a circular to the 
Registers and Receivers and U. S 
Surveyor-Generals, which may be 
of interest to some who have their 
eyes on the homes of some of the 
ore enterprising of the national 
race, ready to pounce — them at 
the first — * — he circular 
substantially states that, in order 
that the homes and improvements 
of Indians who have settled on non- 
reservation land and are occupying 
them, and are making au effort to 
support (bemselves, are to be pro- 
tected, and the officials are required 
to asceriain by whatever means 
they can whether any landsin their 
several districts are 80 een 
and to prohibit entries and filings 
upon any such lands. The Sur- 
veyor-Generals are instructed es- 
pecially to require their deputies to 
carefully and fully note all Indian 
occupations in their returns of sur- 
veys hereafter made ot reported, 
and to bave the same expressed on 
the plats. These ilustructions savor 
of justice, and will encourage many 
of the dusky s ns to make homes 
for themselves and their posterity.

sandstone, and day. Thus # turns 
out that in the end all our sources of 
salt supply are alike ultimately de- 
rived from the briny ocean. Whether 
we dig it out as solid rock salt from 
the open quarries of the Punjab, or 
pump it up from the briny wells 
sunk into the triaesic rocks of Ches- 
hire, or 4 —— it direct in tho 
salt pans of England and the shallow 
salines of the Mediterranean shore, 
it is still at bottom essentially sea 
salt. However distant the con- 
nection may seem, our salt is always 
in the last resort obtained from the 
material held in solution in some an- 
cient or modern sea. Even the sa- 
line springs of Canada and the 
northern States of America, where 
the wapiti love to congregate, and 
the noble hunter lurks in the thicket 
to murder them unperceived, derive 
their saltnese, as an able Canadian 
geologist has shown, from the thinly 
scattered salts still retained among 
the sediments of that very archaic 
sea whose precipitates form the earli- 
est known life-bearing rocks. To 
the Homeric Greek, as to Mr. Dick 
Swiveller, the ocean was always the 
briny; to modern science, on the 
other hand (which neither of those 
worthies would probably have appre- 
ciated at its own valuation), the briny 
is always oveanic. The fossil food 
which we find to-day on all our din- 
ner tables dates back its origin pri- 
marily to the first seas that ever 
covered the surface of our planet, 
and secondarily to the great rock 
deposits of the dried-up triassic in- 
land sea. And yet even our men of 
science habitually describe that an- 
cient mineral as common salt.—{Ex- 
change.
